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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Although the examiner agrees with the applicant 
that the specification of this application describes an adaptive coloring system and that Yamazaki discloses a non-adaptive coloring 
system, it is the contention of the examiner that the claims as currently presented do not require an adaptive coloring step. 

In the third paragraph, where the processor is claimed, only the first two processes are performed in response to input (thus adaptive), 
while the coloring step does not need to be adaptive. The reason for this contention is that the first two statements begin with the phrase 
"responsive to", while the final process (the mapping algorithm) does not Include this phrase. As discussed in the examiner initiated 
interview (on 12/2/05) this can be overcome by making it clear that the mapping algorithm is also "responsive to" the input. . 
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
